SETTLEMENT IN COURT.

AN APPEAL DISMISSED.

BARROW SYSTEM IN NEED 
OF OVERHAULING. 


EVIDENCE AT 
COMMISSION.

The Commission on Canals and Inland 
Waterways resumed its gittings at eleven 
o'clock yesterday in the Kngineers’ Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin. 

Mr. R. N. Tweedy, Chairman of the Com- 
mission, presided, and the other Commissioners 
were Messrs. P. H. McCarthy, J. P. Leonard, 
d. O. Moynan, and W. Davin.

‘he Commissioners are now devoting their 
attention to evidence of public bodies and of 
experts on the group of waterways ere 
the Grand Canal system of the Shannon anc 
general aspects of home and foreign inland 
navigation. . 

Professor Pierce F. Purcell, M.A., M. Inst. 
C.E., President of the Institute of Civil En- 
gineers of Ireland, was the first witness 
examined yesterday. His report dealt with 
the Barrow navigation, from Athy to Mullins, 
and pointed out that the Barrow was not a 
perfect navigation. 

When converting the Barrow into a still- 
water canal, many difficulties presented them- 
selves, especially in the fall, which was 161 
feet in a distance of 42 miles. In general 
terms, the present locks had been in existence 
since 1812, and as originally the boats wére 
towed by men, the trackway was gee gen 
of a primitive kind. Since 1812 only one 
lock been added, and some dredgin 
carried out near Goresbridge. Between 161 
and 1863 the weirs had i considerably 
raised, and these, with flash boards, con- 
structed by the Canal Company, had some 
beneficial effects. 

At the present time in extreme low water 
28 and 30 tons could be carried. There was 
no navigation above Athy, and this portion 
was generally referred to as the “ Upper 
Barrow.’ The total catchment area draint 
into the river to Athy was roughly 404, 
acres, of which 85,000 to 90,000 acres con- 
sisted of deep bog. According to the evidence 
before the Castletown Commission, about 
60,000 acres, or 11 per cent., of the area above 
Athy was practically flooded or injured by 
floods 


There was an instance of the river being de 
flected from its course below Carlow owing 
to obstruction by weeds. . 

The first twelve miles of the navigation from 
Athy to Carlow were in fair con ition; the 
section, Carlow to Bagenalstown, contained 
defective reaches; but the section of 19 miles 
to &t, Mullins contained by far the greatest 
mc of defective navigation. The Milford 
and Clogrennan Canals, particularly, contained 
prolific growths of aquatics, and at Milford 
the accumulation was so great that when a 
lock was filled the level in the canal ¢ailed, 
and it took an appreciable time to make good 
the loss. 

At certain places the accumulations had 
been tolerated too long. For instance, be- 
tween Carlow and (Clogrennan sand had spread 
out from the right bank, and was now 
covered with grass, forcing the navigation 
channel to swing out from the trackway to- 
wards the left bank. 

The witneks, referring to the proposed 
drainage schemes for the Upper Barrow, said 
that if the river were deepened it would con- 
siderably increase the frequency and magni- 
tude of the flooding of the Lower Barrow. 
a second scheme by the Hydranlic Commie- 
sion came before Parliament in 1889, which 
proposed to widen the embankment, and he 
was of opinion that this scheme was adopted 
from motives of economy. 

He favoured the deepening of the channel, 
as it would favour the rapid draining and 
utilisation of the 90,000 acres of bogland on 
the upper catchments. 

The works which he proposed to hare 
carried out would make the river navigable 
for boata carrying 50 tons in all weathers. 
He estimated the necessary dredging and 
contingencies thereto would ronghly cost a 
total of £60,000. 

Replying to a question by the Chairman, 
witness said that it was more a legal than 
an cngineering matter, to decide who should 
bear the cost. 

In the course of further evidence the witness 
eaid that along the Barrow there were a 
number of industries conducted by very cp- 
able business men, and it would be »othing 
short of a scandal if the névigation was 
allowed to go into decay, particularly as the 
expenditure necessary “to arrest the decay 
would he, comparatively epeaking, small. 

Dealing with the drainage of large areas 
of boga and low-lying lands, witness said that 
there was considerable room for development 
of the peat industry. Irish coal formed 
2 per cent. and Irish peat 43 per cent. of 
the fue] used for domestic heating in Ireland. 
Thorough development of the peat industry 
wonld absorb a. gteat deal of Jabour, and 
would add greatly to the resources cf the 
country. 

The Commission adjourned until, 11 o'clock 
this morning. |

JURY FIND TESTAMENT DULY 
EXECUTED. 


Ia the King’s Bench Division, Northern 
High Courts, yeeeney, before the Right 
Hon. Mr. Justice Brown and a special jury, 
an action brought by James Henry M‘Kenny, 
Argyle street, Glasgow, was continued against 
Mrs. Isabella K. Elliott, 23 Northumberland 
avenue, Kingstown, to establish the will of 
Michael M‘Kenny, dated March 24, 1922. 

Deceased was a commercial traveller, be- 
longing to Crossgar, Dromara, Co. Down, who 
died in Dublin on March 27 from pneumonia. 

The will was resisted on the ground that it 
was not duly executed. 

Mr. E. 8.,.Murphy, K.C., in closing for Mrs. 
Elliott, said that the jury wonld have to de. 
cide if they were satisfied that the will was 
properly executed. It was necessary for a 
testator to sign his will in the presen@e of two 
witnesses. Counse! said that these witnesses 
must be present when the testator signed, and 
then the witnesses must sign the will in the 
lestator’s presence after he had signed. 
Counsel then dealt in detai! with the evidence, 
particularly that of Nurse M‘Evov. 

Mr. J. Williamson, K.C., for M‘Kenny, 
said that the presumption was in favour of the 
due execution of the will, whether there was 
® proper attestation or not. sei 

Counsel on both sides having finished their 
arguments, 

His Lordship, in summing up, said that the 
presumption would have been ever so much 
stronger if the will had been drawn up ty «4 
solicitor, and it was somewhat unfortunate 
that a professional man had not been em- 
ploved in drafting the will. Naturally a 'ay- 
man could not be ao well versed in will-making 
as a lawyer, who would be alive to all the 
little points. If they believed the evidence of 
Mr. Dwyer, who stated that Nurse M‘Evoy 
was in the room when the deceased signed the 
willk—it did not matter what Nurse M‘Evoy 
said—if they believed Dwyer they should 
find that the will was duly executed. If they 
thought from the evidence that deceased was 
of sound mind, and knew what he was doing ; 
if they believed M‘Conville that he dictated 
to him these things in the will, and if they 
believed the other witnesses, then it was their 
duty to find for the will. If they had any 
doubt on any point, let them have the courage 
of their convictions and say so. : 

The jury found for the will, and his lordship 
gave judgment accordingly. The plaintiff was 
allowed costs as executor, and defendant was 
allowed her costs out of the estate.

ADULTERATED MILK.—In the Southern 
Police Court, Dublin, yesterday, summonses 
were brought by +t Dublin Corporation 
against the Kantoher Cooperative A ricultu- 
ral and Dairy Society, Ltd., Newcastle West, 
for having on the 2ist December sold 
separated milk which was certified to contain 
in one sample 8.1 per cent. of added water 
and in Et é 15 per cent. of added water, 
The milk was in course of transit to Thomas 
Fegan, Firmount Dairy, 18 be mga lace, 
Dublin. The samples wefe taken at Kings- 
bridge on December 21. The defendants ad- 
mitted thé facts, bat said that owing to the 
dislocation of railway services the milk was 
detained for two days. The defendants, it 
was said, had been in the habit of sending 
200 gallons of milk a day to Dublin, and the 
milk was always above the average. They 
had been sending it for é. years. The mana- 
ger of the creamery said that the milk was 
not interfered with. The defendants were 
fined £3, this amount covering both sum- 
monses. Thomas Fegan, to whom the milk 
was consigned, was ‘ined £1 for selling milk 
adulterated with 9.2 per cent. of added water. 
Several summonses against the Barrowvale 
Co-operative Creamery, Ltd., Goresbridge, Co. 
Kikenny, in — of buttermilk and milk 
consigned to Dublin, were heard. The per- 
centages of added water alleged in the sum- 
monses were—Buttermilk, 33.7 and 4.8, and 
milk, 8.2, 7.1, and 14.1. The manager of the 
creamery said that there had been no com- 
plaint against them until the railway station 
at Gorcabridge was destroyed. Their milk 
cane suffered in consequence of the fire. Fines 
of £2 and £3 were imposed in the case of the 
buttermilk, and a total fine of in the cases 
of the samples of milk. 

PERSISTENT DOWNPOUR.—At four 
o'clock this morning it was still reining 
beavily in Dublin. e downpour, with fog 
at the port and at sea, began thirty-zit hours 
previously. The Liffey and its tributaries 
were very swollen, while the badly-drained 
quays themselves resembled canals, and motor 
vehicles spufted a thick, black fluid for a 
distance of thirty feet on each side. Outdoor 
work at the port was very much hampered by 
the downpour.

~95,000, a sura which was iar beyond the ex- 
pectation of the founders of the soéietv. The 
grante made during the year amounted to 
£1,136, working expenses to £31 168. 6d., 
£1,169 was transferred to the capital ac- 
count, aud £20 to the sinking fund account, 
leaving a working balance of £136 12s. 7d. 
At the beginning of the year forty-one 
families were om the roll, three passed off, and 
Six new cases were added, making forty-four 
families to be aided. 


ARMAGH ASYLUM CHAPLAIN.~—At a 
meeting of Armagh Asylum Committee yester 
day, the Rev. E. O'Callaghan, who had been 
temporarily appointed Ruman Catholic 
chaplain at the previous meeting, wrote that 
he was under the impression that he was 
appointed locum tenens. He was not aware 
that the Northern Government. required a 
declaration of allegiance from casual or tem- 
porary officers The Ministry of Home Afiairs 
had written that the priest having heen ap 
pointed to an office of profit, was ‘.onnd to 
take the oath of allegiance within one month 
from the date of his appointment. As he 
apparently had not done so, his appointment 
lapsed, and i- the circumstances any ray- 
ment for his services would be liable to sur- 
charge. After discussion, the Committee 
directed that a copy of the Ministry's letter 
should be sent to Fathe® O'Callaghan, and 
it was also decided to re-appoint him to the 
office of chaplain temporerily. 


D.I. REPROVES MAGISTRATES.—Owen 
Donaghy was fined £1 at Dungannon yeater- 
day for cruelty to nine fowls.

The King’s Speech. 


The King’s Speeeh at the opening ‘of 


the Imperial Parliament yesterday covered 
a great deal of ground. Since Mr. Bonar 
Law took over the reins of office from Mr. 
Lloyd George much water has flowed 
under the political bridges, and, as the 
last session was devoted almost exclusively 
to the passing of the Free State Constitu- 
tion Act, the amount of business to be 
transacted during the next few months is 
truly formidable. Foreign politics, natur- 
ally, took pride of place in His Majesty's 
Speech. He outlined the course of events 
which led up to the invasion of the Ruhr 
Valley by the French, expressing his 
regret at the inability of his Government 
to see eye to eye with M. Poincaré. He 
spoke of Lausanne in terms of grave dis- 
appointment, deploring the fact that, 
despite the generous concessions which 
had. been made by the Allies, the Turks 
had seen fit to reject the proffered treaty. 
There was still a hope, he added, that 
when the iull Turkish Government dis- 
cussed the treaty in all its many bearings 
it would recognise the folly of prolonging 
a barren dispute and would instruct its 
representatives to accept a good bargain. 
After a passing reference to the settlement 
of the American debt, His Majesty pro- 
ceeded to a review of home affairs, Hero, 
too, he was bound to confess, the outlook 
was far from bright. Unemployment was 
causing the Government much anxiety. 
Measures had been taken for its relief, 
and the improvement in the nation’s ove 
seas trade encouraged-the hope that before 
very long industry would be in a position 
to re-absorb many of the men who had 
been thrown out of work. For the rest 
His Majesty foreshadowed legislation in 
favour of agriculture, as well as certain 
legal reforms and a revision of the rent 
problem. 

The most important feature of the 
debate on the Address relates to foreign 
policy. Labour’s. principal amendment 
views with alarm “the present grave and 
dangerous condition of affairs in Europe 
and the Near East,’’ declaring that it pro- 
vides a certain source of future wars, and 
that it is largely responsible for the wide- 
spread unemployment in Great Britain. 
Mr. Bonar Law's no 
clue to the policy which His Majesty's 
Government proposes to follow in this 
regard. The Prime Minister gave a 
very frank ‘eccount of the conference 
which began in London and ended in 
Paris between M. Poincaré and himeelli. 
He admitted that from the very first 
meeting there was virtually no chance of 
an agreement between France and Great 
Britain on the question of reparations, 
and that l’'rance was determined, cotte que 
cotite, to march into the Rohr on her wild- 
goose chase after reparations. Mr. Bonar 
Law did not try to hide his conviction that 
this move could end only in disaster not 
only for Germany but also for France, 
and even hinted that in certain circum- 
stances His Majesty's Government would 
find itseli forced to withdraw its troops 
from the Rhine. Apparently, however, 
the Prime Minisier does not propose at 
present to take any sieps to save France 
fíona herself. ' Tí his contention is correct 
both France and Germany are doomed. 
There is a complete and hopeless dead- 
lock in the Ruhr Valley. The French and 
Belgians almost every day are increasing 
their commitments and tightening their 
grip on the occupied area, only to meet 
with an intensified resistance and a more 
dogged determination on the part of the 
Germans. 

Mr. Asquith proposed that the whole 
matter of reparations be referred for 
decision to the Teague of Nations. Two 
new facts, he said, had come to the fore 
since the Ruhr adventure was undertaken. 
The idea of a moratorium for Germany 
had been dropped, and the French had 
reverted to the old indemnity figure of 
£6,600,000,000. These two facts, declared 
Mr. Asquith, had changed the whole 
aspect of the reparations problem. Even 
the French had agreed that without a 
moratorium Germany could #6t possibly 
pay anything, while the demand for an 
indemnity of more than six and a half 
milliards of pounds was simply fantastic. 
We are in agreement with much of Mr. 
Asquith’s argument, but Mr. Bonar Law 
was fully justified in throwing cold water 
on the proposal to ask the League of 
Nations to intervene. France has no faith 
in the League. From the day when the 
Covenant was signed she has regarded it 
as a plaything of the Anglo-Saxon Powers. 
She joined the League in order to keep on 
good terms with Britain and the United 
States, but never took it seriously as an 
international instrument of peace. We 
believe that the only possible solution of 
the difficulty lies in the American plan of 
an economic conference which shall- be 
attended by representatives of every im- 
portant nation in the world. France could 
not very well refuse to take part in it, 
especially if the invitations were sent out 
by the President of the United States. 
The terms of reference of such a gathering 
would be world-wide, and reparations, 
debts, exchanges, and all the other aspects 
of the great financial-economic problem of 
our times could be treated in an 
atmosphere of dispassionate calm. Some- 
thing, at any rate, must be done. and 
done quickly, for Europe is tottering to 
its fall.

Dublin’s Tramways. 


Despite the excursions and alarums of 
the last year, the Dublin United Tramways 


‘Company has presented a very satisfactory 


balance-sheet to its shareholders. For the 
first six months the receipts increased con- 
tinuously; but then, when the bombard- 
ment of the Four Courts and its aftermath 
dislocated the life of the city, they began 
to shrink. The shrinkage, however, was 
not of such a nature as to cause alarm. 
Comparing the receipts for the year with 
those of 1921, we find that the total deficit 
in: the revenne produced by passenger 
trafic was only £236. The fares were the 
same.for the.two periods, and the figures 
ere striking evidence of the fact that, 
except during the couple of weeks after 
the outbreak of» hostilities, the average 
citizen of Dublin followed his daily 
wocation regretting the turmoil into which 
the city had been plunged, but virtually 
undisturbed by it. The directors of the 


| company, like ‘the management of every 


commercial concern in the Irish Free State, 
are faced with the problem of wages. Until 
it is solved much necessary work must 
remain.in abeyance. Althotgh the cost 
of living has fallen, the amount distributed 
in wages to the traffic staff shows a de 
crease of only £497. After long negotie- 
tions the men accepted a reduction of four 
shillings a week, but the advantage which 
the company gained by this agreement was 
almost balanced by the cost of ‘conceding 
shorter working hours on Sundays and a 
week's holidays on full ‘pay. Two facts 
stand out in the wages eontroversy. The 
first is—we are speaking generally—that 
the employés cannot, be expected to return 
to the conditions of 1913, when many of 
them had to toil from early-morn till late 
at night in order to keep body and ‘soal 
together. The second is that employers 
cannot afford to pay more than an economic 
wage. A solution can come only through 
a growing appreciation by Capital and 
Labour of their inter-dependence. They 
are essential to each other. Strife is detri- 
mental to both of them; co-operation 4s 
their fulcrum. They must learn to see the 
problem from each other’s standpoint and 
to make concessions to each other. We 
trust that, when the Prices Commission 
has made its report, an effort will be made 
by the Government to bring Capital and 
Labour to a: round-table conference. The 
directors of the Tramway Company, like 
keen business men, look far ahead, and 
the Chairman touched upon the possibility 
of the Dublin Corporation's taking over 
the concern sixteen years hence.’ There is 
no need to meet trouble more than half- 
way; but we say at once that it would be 
an unmitigated evil if the efficiency of 
private enterprise were replaced with the 
fumbling of municipal] control. | 


Tutankhamen, 


It was inevitable that the discovery of 
the tomb of King Tutankhamen-and its 
remarkable contents, attended as it has 
been by an amount of publicity unequalled 
in the annals of research, should have 
given riffl to a large number of more 
or less sentimental ideas on the subject 
of the divine right of mummified kings 
to be left in peace. Human nature 
has divided men into two groups—those 
who are all for keeping things stirred up: 
the dust of the long dead no less than the 
passions of the living; and those who are 
all for letting well alone, be it a defunct 


it is natural that some should take excep- 
tion. to the way in which Tutankhamen has 


the letter written yesterday to The Tames by 
Sir Rider Haggard puts this point of view 
as well as may be. He does not claim 
that archeology should be so far ignored 
in the matter that Egyptian Kings should 
be left unwept. unhonoured and unsung; 


exacting -laws of copyright, and. that 
posterity has no right to enlighten itself 
at the expense oí their privacy. He does 
suggest, however, that Tutankhamen and 
his fellow-Pharachs who now languish in 
this museum or that still retain, though 
dead, some say in the disposition of their 
remains. Sir Rider Haggard urges that 
they should all be collected and, after 
having been measured, photographed, 
“cinemaed,”’ “X-rayed.” and otherwise 
examined to the complete satisfaction of 
the scientists, should be placed reverently 
in one or more chambers of the Great 
Pyramid. The proposal savours of senti- 
ment, and fails to iake into. considera- 
tion the fact that Tutankhamen, for 
example, might look upon interment m 
the Pyramid of Cheops much in the same 
way as William Morris would have re- 
garded a proposal to bury him under the 
Albert Memorial. The larger question of 
whether anybody, no matter how many 
thousand ef years later, has any right to 
possess himeelf of the body of another or 
to meddle with it in any way will always 
be the subject of argument.

IST. VALENTINE'S DAY. 
_—— 


Mature citizens can remember back through 
the miss of half a century the stir which 
St. Valentine’s Day caused throughout mid- 
Victorian Dublin. 

For weeks before the actual day the larger 
shops in the fashionable districts displayed 
vast and varied stocks of Valentines. Some of 
these productions were very artistic in design, 
and many of the more costly types were 
beautifully executed and actually hand-painted. 
Nearly all the Valentines depicted love scenes, 
and the stanza of poetry which usually accom- 
panied the picture almost always contained 
some reference to Cupid. It can thus be 
understood that the exchange of Valentines 
was almost exclusively confined to the younger 
and: moré romantic members of the community. 

The week before St. Valentine's Day was a 
busy one in the Dublin shops, the greater 
number of which remained open late in the 
evening for tlre purpose of disposing of their 
A scene in old 
Grafton street on St. Valentine’s Eve was, to 
say the least of it, both inspiriting and in- 
teresting. Good-humoured young ladies in 
crinolines, escorted by young gentlemen wear- 
ing stove-pipe hats, made the round of the 
shops to purchase their Valentines, and 
laughter and banter, were the order of the 
day. The shy youth who had not the courage 
to frame a proposal in words to the object of 
his tender affections poured forth his passion 
with the aid of an ny 1 ge Valentine, 
while the sweet young thing who wished to 
convey to her admirer that she looked with 
favour on his suit selected the same channel 
to announce the fact to him. ‘ 

In those far off days the postman had an 
unenviable time on the 14th February. It 
was the most strenuous day of the year, his 
. post bag being swelled to a prodigious size by 
the ubiquitous Valentine. 

But gradually the Valentine lost ground, 
and from about 1880 its popularity steadily 
declined. From this year onwards the number 
of Valentines displayed in the shops grew 
smaller until 1 when the time-honoured 
custom appears to have died out. Ten years 
afterwards an attempt was made to revive it, 
but the type of article placed on the market 
waa very inferior, consisting, for the most 
part, of crude figures of men or women, with 
puerile rhymes by way of mottoes beneath 
them. The sale of these so-called Valentines 
was mostly confined to the small huxters’ 
shops in the poorer districts of the city, and 
in such circumstances the revival of the 
custom was doomed to failure from the 
beginning.

THE RIGHT HON, R. R. 
CHERRY, 


AN APPRECIATION, 


(BY ONE WHO KNEW HIM.) 

The Right Hon. Richard Robert Cherry, 
on whom the grave will close to-day, was for 
many years an interesting and attractive figure 
at the Bar, on the Judicial Bench, and in 
Parliament. Ít is just four years since ill- 
health constrained him to resign the Lord 
Chief Justiceship of Ireland, which he adorned 
by his character, learning, and talents. Mr. 
Cherry was younger in point of years at his 
death than many of his distinguished pre- 
decessors as Chief Justices—notably Lefroy 
and Whiteside—at the time of their appoint- 
wents to that office. 


Mr. Cherry in many ways had 8 unigue 
record. His lectures as a Professor of” Con- 
stitutional Law in Dublin University had the 
rare distinction of being translated into the 
Russian language for the benefit of the pro- 
feasora and students of the Russian Universi- 
ties as they existed before recent troubles. 
He was the first man for a whole generation— 
exactly thirty years—to be promoted from 
the ranks of the Bar to the Attorney-General- 
ship of Irciand, never having filled any minor 
position. He was the first man who entered 
the House of Commons as a Law Officer of 
the Crown .to be completely unembarrassed 
in addressing that House as a novice from the 
Treasury Bench, as he had previously ac- 
quired, both by his studies and by his 
attendence in Irish debates whenever he had 
an opportunity, a complete knowledge of the 
forms of the House. One of Mr. Cherry’s 
predecessors, Lord Chief Justice Whiteside, 
was received with cheers in the House of 
Commons on his return from Dublin aiter a 
brilliant forensic triumph in a celebrated law 
ease. Mr. Cherry had likewise a uniqne 
experience, for a lawyer, of popularity in the 
House of Commons. On the lamented death 
of Lord Justice FiteGibbon in 1909, the ap- 
pointment remained vacant for an unusual 


time.

In reply to a question addressed to Mr. 
Birrell, as Irish Secretary, he said that there 
was, no doubt, delay, but the presence and 
assistance of the Irish Attorney-General, (Mr. 

herry) was so valued by every member 
of the House that he could not be spared from 
among them immediately. This answer was 
received with loud and prolonged cheers—an 
unparalleled incident in the history of legal 
appointments. And then Mr. Cherry broke 
the record in being the only Lord Chief 
Justice of Ireland who has been the author 
of a legal text book, and who has been a 
University professor, and the holder of a 
professorship which he won by competitive 
examination. And then he has broken the 
record in his choice of recreations. Jndces 
have had many recreations—from the editing of 
Butler’s “ Analogy ” to angling, horse-racing, 
and golfing. Mr. Cherry's recreation was 
that of a bell-changer. He was an ac. 
complished bell-ringer in Waterford Cathedral 
in his boyhood, and in St. George’s Church 
and St. Patrick’§ Cathedral ail his life here 
in Dublin till deprived of his physical 
strength by illness, .

_ And, lastly, Mr. Cherry broke the record 
in having what has been called a genius for 
friendship. He was all through hia life 
sincere, transparent, upright, and honourable 
in all things, and devotedly attached to those 
who had the privilege to be his friends. To 
many thus favoured the memory of Richard 
Cherry will last while they have wer of 
thought. He will be remembered by them 
not as a scholar, a proficient jurist, a gifted 
writer, a clear and convincing speaker, an 
upright and distinguished judge, but as a 
indly, sympathetic, true-hearted, and affec- 
tionate friend. Few men had greater friend.

LAUSANNE CONFERENCE, 
HOUSE OF LORDS, Tuesday.

The 
French and German Ambassadors were pre- 
sent, and shook ‘hands. on entering the 
enclosure reserved for foreign diplomatists.

y Lord Curzon .at the Lauaanne Conference, 
remarking that the attitnde of the Turks was 
like that of Sir Anthony Absolute in “The 
Rivals.’’ ; 

Lord Haeiings, in seconding, offered the 
felicitations of the House to Their Majesties 
on the recent birth of a grandchild, and on 
the betrothal of the Duke of York to the 
daughter of a member of that Honse. 

Viscount Grey of Falloden also tendered his 
respectful congratulations to Their Majesties 
on the two happy events. 

He agreed that agriculture and unemploy- 
ment were subjects which were urgenily in 
need of attention. The condition of the 
coontry could never be sound or stable go long 
as. the present amount of unemployment 
existed. 

He regarded the inter-Allied debts es some- 
thing which, so long as they remained, must 
cause a certain amount of apprehension.

Turkey should recognise that she could 
not prosper without international trade, and 
for the security of that trade there must be 
guarantees.

FRANCE’S RUHR POLICY. 

Dealing with the cccupation of the Ruhr, 
he held that the maintenance of cordial re- 
lations with France became more and more 
hecessery every rear.

He did not differ from the policy of the 
Goverument jn refusing to perticipate in the 
action of the French m the Ruhr. He was 
net out of sympathy with the French, nor did 
he feel any moral indignetion.

charged as being responsible for the failure. 

Advices from Angora indicate that it wouid 
be futile to re-open the negotiations on the 
basis of Lausanne, unless assurances are given 
that the Allies would modify the economic 
clauses, which the Turks seem to think tliat 
England is willing to do, blaming France as 
the author. Hence, Ismet Pasha, on his 
return here to-night or to-morrow will, I un- 
derstand; see General Harington regarding 
the British attitude. 

There is a tehdency among certain Turks 
to propose that America should arbitrate upon 
the differences between the Allies and the 
Turks.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

‘A now,and critical stage in the German- 
Franco Ruhr dispute seems clearly at hand. 
On both sides, judged by information reach- 
ing here, temper is rising, and it looks as if 
a clash, much more serious than any that 
has occurred hitherto, can hardly be avoided. 

The ‘boycott,’ which the Ruhr shop- 
keepers are maintaining, has irritated the 
French troops, because it affects them per- 
sonally, much more than the display of passive 
resistance, which was primarilf directed 
against the French Government. 

This .afternoon, once again at Lassen, 
3ochum, and other towns, angry French 
officers with whips and soldiers with bayonets, 
tried to compel the shopkeepers and their 
assistants to serve them. 

At a Bochum photographic store three shop 
girls rushed acreaming into the street, fol- 
towed by an angry officer, who was saved, 
ironically enough, by a member of the Ger- 
man (yreen Police trom the crowd which 
speedily collected. 

Many shops closed their doors rather than 
raise the boycott. 

The French, indeed, are carrying out a 
blockade, which, in thoroughness, recalls war- 
time frontier examinations. 

All passegner trains were ‘‘held up’’ this 
afternoon at the frontier of unoccupied Ger- 
many, and the passengers were compelled to 
unlock their trunks and hand baggage. Re- 
calcitrant travellers, including a British 
business man making a now hazardous jour- 
ney, four and a half years after the Arntistice, 
from London to Berlin, were brought to 
‘reason’’ at the bayonet point. 

It is idle to suggest that in unoccupied 
Germany this tightening of the French 
stranglehold is regarded with unconcern. The 
contrary is the case, but the result has been a 
stiffening rather than a weakening of resiat- 
ance. - be German Government apparently 
anticipated a good blockade, and the stock 
of iron in hand will co¥ér all needs for some 
weeks. lron imports on a large scale from 
abroad, notably from (reat Britain and 
Czecho-Slovakia, are contemplated.

OF DEFIANCE.

From Ovr Own CORRESPONDERXT. 
MEMEL, Tuesday. 

Lithuanie, the Angora of the Baltic, to-day 
holds the power to start a new world-war, 
and, while the Extraordinary Commission of 
the Ambassadors’ Council has reached 4 
prelimmary agreemnt with Lithuania regard- 
ing the annexation of the Memel district, 
still the new battle cry of Lithuanians is 
“On to Vilna.”’ 

Lithuania officially considers the Memel 
question as settled, and that the Allies will 
sanction their annexation of the territory. 
They expect that the preliminary agreement, 
which now awaits signature, will contain 
Alhed recognition of the Little Lithuanian 
Government. 

The -Lithuanians protested against the 
French High Commissioner, M. Petisnes, sign- 
ing this agreement. Neutral diplomatic ob- 
servers, however point out that the 
Lithuanians have dictated terms to the 
Allies, who have made great concessions to 
avoid war. 

To-day M. Anthony Smetona, former Pre- 
sident of Lithuania, and at present Fixtra- 
ordinary Representative of Lithuania at 
Memel, informed me that his country had won 
® great diplomatic victory against the Allies 
in regard to the Meme! question. 

From Polish sources [ am informed that 
Polish divisions are being concentrated at 
Kovno, and that General Pilsndsky is there 
preparing for the occupation of the zone on 
Thursday. 

Reuter’s Agency learns that on Monday 
the Conference of Ambassadors received the 
report of the Alliéd Commission at Memel, 
and considered it. 

From the report it would appear that the 
Lithuanian Government has complied with 
the Allies’ terms that all armed hands should 
withdraw from the town. A Provisional 
Government has now been set up. 

It is expected = that Conterence of 
Ambassadors will meet to-morrow, and will 
announce its decision, which will transfer 
Memeil to Lithuanian sovereignty, under 
ceitain safeguards and conditions. 

These confer a special stctus on Memel, and 
enaure the freedom of traffic on the Niemen 
River, which is of creat interest to Poland. 

The Lithuanian Government wil! be invited 
to accept the decision of the Conterence of 
Ambassadors in principle and to send repre- 
sentatives to Parts to discuss tho details.

Under the Treaty of Versailles, a de 
cision as to whether Germany or Lithuania 
should administer the port of Memel was re- 
served for future negotiations. In the mean- 
time, the Government was directed by Allied 
Commissioners, supported by a small French 
garrison. Mxatperated with the delay in 
settling the matter, the Lithuanians forcibly 
occupied the town, and, to avoid trouble, the 
Allies have now ceded it to Lithnanra. 

The future of Vilna province was to have 
been decided by the League of Nations. In 
this case, the Poles claimed the right to 
govern it, and some time ago they occupied 
the province. Lithuania now, apparently, 
contemplates dispossessing them by force.

Th was now evident that, as to the method 
of dealing with Germany, the acutest differ- 
ence bad arisen between Great Britain and

He had always been a devoted friend of 
France, but when we came to the situatian 
that had now arisen, be did not hesitate 
to say that the vast majority of the people 
heartily approved ot the decision of the o- 
vormment not to associate or participate in 
the recent adventure in the Rubr. 

Two new facta of vital importance had 
emerged since the Government came to that 
decision. The first was that uo more was 
now heard of the moratorium irom Germany, 
und the second was equally ominoos—namely, 
the revival of the figure (at which the Ger- 
‘gman reparations should be fixed on the assess- 
ment) of 1921—namely, six thousand six 
hundred millions, No sane economist in any 
country would accept that hgure as possible, 
er anvthing but a fantastic exaggeration of 
what could be exacted, ; 

As to the plea of French security, the worst 
wav ol secumng her boundaries was to create 
a second Alsace and Lorraine. There was 
only one wav to achieve security . It was that 
Great Britain should firmly announce and 
press, both on France and Germany, the 
urgent necessity of laying this matter in all 
Sts aanects to be dealt with by the League of 
Nations. Even if that policy failed at first, 
it was worth persisting in. | 

Mr. Bonar Law, replying to the criticisms 
of Mr. Macdonald about unemployment, denied 
that nothing had been done to alleviate it 
during the recess. A great many schernes, he 
urged, had been inaugurated. The reduction 
in the number of unemployed was not 100,000, 
as My. Macdonald bad asserted, but was

‘* Unfortunately, » Tr has not been 
signed. I do not why, nor does the 
Yoreign Secretary. it Tamet, who was there 
with full powers to sigu it, is now on his way 
to Angora, and ail we hope is that when that 
Government has looked into it, and seen the 
extent to which Turkey has been given the 
opportunity of starting a new life on good 
conditions. it ie not too much to hope that 
that Government may accept the Treaty. 

“There is undoubtedly a war-weariness in 
thix country which makes everyone desire to 
avoid war. though ií it is inevitable, it will 
have to take place. En; trust there is 
mo donger of it—~I do not believe there is. 

“I come to the vital question of the present 
moment—the action on the Ruhr. Perhaps, it 
would be useful if | state our proposals and 
the French proposals on this matter. 

“There was a general feeling that a mora- 
iorium of some kind was necessary. But I 
fc md that by a moratorium France meant to 
obtain a sum as large as was hoped for by our 
experts after the morstorium had gone. In 
other words, they were willing to take the 
name of the moratorium and uot the reality. 

“Our propusels were carefully thought out, 
not on the hopes ol saviny Germany, but ol 
finding what was the amount which Germany 
could pay, and settling it on that basis. It 
was not the case that we proposed to give 
a moratorium without any security that it 
would be used tor the purpose for which it 
was to be cranted. (On the contrary, the 
proposal was that Germany should at ouce 
attenipt to stabilise ber exchange, and begin 
to valance her Badge. 

“It was proposed that there should be for 
this purpose a conncil of six---iour represent- 
ang tae Allies, Ode American, and one 
European neutral—to sit ag a Commission to 
advise the German Govermnent as to the best 
anethod of carrying out the policy desired, 
and if tho Germans retused to cerry out the 
proposals, we would then be prepared to join 
wath our Alhed triends in any sanetions neces- 
or 

" Our proposal was, firet of all, that there 
whould be a moratorium for four yeers, with 
power to this tribunal to reduce it to two if 
the condition of (Germany nir it. poasible, 
We decided to fix the fivtre Germany could 
Buí pay et £2,500.000,000-—the last 
£560,000,000 depending on the decision of this 
arbitration tribuue!. Onur níoposal wae ra-

“M. Poincaré, when ia Landon, made it plain 
that there we:e two conditiona which he con- 
sidered essential. The litet was one to which 
we took exception, nes on its merits, nor be- 
cause we ebjected to nsing pressure on CLier- 
many, but because we objected to using pres- 
sare of Germany to make demands which 
Germany could not fulfil—the oecupation of 
the Ruhr. 

' die was bent on doing that, and at the 
same time he made it plain that he did not 
wish the amount payable by Germany to be 
altered, except te the extent that avy of the 
Allies might disavow their claims. These two 
conditions geem io me tc make agreement 
guite impoesible. 

“The grounds on which our proposal was 
rejected were, first, that it was not in accord 
with the Treaiy of Versailles. We showed 
that nothing we proposed was inconsistent 
» ith the Treaiy, but, apart from that, we did 
not put down our proposals as something 
which could not be altered. It was reject 
also—et least. this argument was used—be- 
cause we had a Germa: chairman; perhaps 
that wae a psychological crror, but our point 
of view was’ that we were demanding an 
wmbunt which would not only seem reasonable 
Ao us, but to the rest of the world, which 
would have te "spd to Germany.

“It became ovident that France was leter- 
mined to try her plan. They have tried it.

‘Now it is a strugglé between wills, but 
whatever happens I see no bright prospect in 
front of us. 

“The French Government is committed to 
this, and is bopnd to see it through. 

‘She could not get a large sum, because 
yon cannot get what, in the nature of the 
case, is impossible. Of course, no proposal 
has been made or suggested that we should 
send workmen to the Ruhr. 

“i do not see what France is going to get 
by all this. There is undoubtedly the danger 
ot a Germany, with a population twenty years 
hence more than double that of France.

“they may oecupy the left bank of the 
thine or the Ruhr tor ten years, but if the 
net result is:to intensify the feeling of Ger- 
man nationality the danger will come later, 
and 1 do not think it is any advantage to 
France. 

é We still have our troopa on the Rhine, 
] do not know whether it will be possible for 
them to remain there long. Up till now it 
has not become acute, but it may. 

‘It is perfectly trne that either the German 
or the French Government could easily 
make it impossible for our troops to remain. 
but I think it would be a misfortune. While 
ne are there we are, at least. in touch with 
the situation, and have a chance of having @ 
eay in it. I think it would be a pity to bring 
an end to the Entente. 

“I. is ne good appealing to the Leacue oi 
Nations if you are certein that France will 
heve nothing to do with it, and I am certain 
that would be her attitade. 

“HH, may be that in a few months’ time 
they might look upon that aa possible. If ao 
that would be the time to make the attempt. 

“We had to makes decision in Pasis 
without making a breach with our French 
friends, Since we could not prevent French 
action we shouid lose, and hot gain, by 
making a breach with France; but i have 
gill a hope that something may happen 
which will make it possible for us to inter- 
vene usefully,”

Mr. Lyle Samuel asked if it was in order to 
try to ponr contempt on members ih this way. 

The Deputy Speaker (Mr. Hope)—I am not 
prepared to. say that the consumption of 
champagne is an indictable offence, or that 
what the hon. member says is a libel—{langh- 
ter)—but I think it is unlikely. (Langhter.} 

Mr. J. Jopea later said that the Labour 
merbers resented being kectured by ‘‘Profi- 
teers," who, when they died, would have 
inscribed on their tombstoned “H.1.P.,'” mean- 
ing kent, Interest, and Profits. (Langhter.)

KING’S TOMB. 


DISAPPOINTING 
OF RECORDS, 
INFORMATION ONLY 
FROM PAINTINGS.

When the tomb of King Tutanih- 
amen wae first discovered, it was re- 
ported that numbere of rolls of 
Papyrus were found.. Dr. Alan Gar- 
diner, the well-k philogut, was 
immediately invited to take charge 
of their interpretation. Unfortu- 
nately, further examination socal 
that what was first taken for Pepyri 
were rolls of linen, apparently loin 
cloths. 

Precisely seven days and three hours after 
leaving London I found myself at the en- 
trance of the tomb of King Tutankhamen, 
ready to undertake any deciphering work 
which might be entrusted to me. The sight 
of the artistic marvels discovered by Mr. 
Howard Carter largely atoned for my nataral 
disappointment at the news that, after all, 
there was no Papyri. 

Those uainted with the conditiens will 
have uo difficulty in understanding how the 
mistake arose. At the outset only a dim 
light was available. ‘The lids of the boxes 
had to be raised with the utmost caution, 
and it would have been scientifically criminal 
to handle, or even touch, the objects within. 
Little wonder, therefore, that. some dis- 
coloured rolls of linen were taken for Papyri. 

Whether or not Papyri will ultimately be 
found among the treasures of the tomb is 
doubtful. If, as we are entitled to hope, 
the burial chamber be intact, or but slightly 
plundered, it is likely that at least an 
example of the ' Book of the Dead” will ba 
discovered. 

But what students of Egyptian history and 
philology long for is not a corrupt, garbled 
version of ancient funerary spells, such as a 
Papyrus of a '“ Book of the Dead,” belong- 
ing to this period, would undonbtedly pre- 
sent, but rather a series of letters, journals, 
or archives of some sort, that could throw 
light upon the stirring times in which King 
Tutankhamen lived, or upon his conversion 
from the Aten heresy back to the faith of 
his forefathers. 

The hope that any such documents wil 
emerge is, we must admit, but a very iaint 
one. Probably in the end the claim of the 
new tomb to be the greatest discovery ever 
made in Egypt wil! rest mainly on the great 
quantity of objects found and their amazingly 
high artistic quality. The historical harvest 
will be of less importance. 

The inscriptions available for study at th 
moment of my visit were of three kinds. First, 
there were the official sealings stamped upon 
the mud partitions, by which the tomb itself 
and its several chambers were closed. 
Secondly, there were the dockets or labels, 
written in hieratic, on the various boxes and 
en wine jars. Lastly, there were the purely 
decarative hieroglyphic legends, which forms 
a striking feature of all the objects of artistic 
merit. 

The task of dealing with the mud sealings 
was rightly entrusted to Professor Breasted, 
the eminent historian of ancient Egypt, but 
1 sm permitted to state that no evidence was 
thereby revealed of any interference with the 
tomb later than the reign of King Haremhab, 
utankhamen’s second successor. 

This conclusion tallies with that to be drawn 
from the bieratic dockets, alk of which are 
contemporary, and, indeed, are probably at- 
tributabie in al] cases—except the wine jars— 
to the undertakers themselves. The Egyptians 
were mMeticnious people, and it is characteristi 
oi them that each of th® cofiers carried to the 
tam); in the funeral procession should have 
been marked with a list of the contents. 

In one case the bog is said to have con. 
tained “the sidelock” of His Majesty—-which 
he wore-~when he was a child, besides razors, 
probes, and alabaster vases. 

On the lid of another box we-read of varians 
garments of fine linen, and on a third of “a 
ewer of silver and six silver milk vessels.”’ 
Had the boxes been left unrifled by the 
robbers, we should have found valuable means 
of testing the validity of our translations, for 
AM must be confessed that the precise meaning 
of the Egypiian dames of many utensils, 
articles of clothing, and the like, is still largely 
a matter of conjecture. 

Unhappily, this line of investigation is not 
likely to prove very profitable, since it ap- 
pears that most of the have been 
emptied hy the robbers, and subsequently re- 
packed in haste either by them or by the 
priests who re-sealed the tomb. 

Here and there, however, we may still find 
in these boxes this or that object which is 
mentioned on the lid. 

The purely decorative inscriptions are not 
very informative. At their shortest, they give 
the cartonches of Tutankhamen or of his 
Queen Ankhesenamun. One lid of a box found 
in the rubbish of the passage, and mentioned 
fim the first communication, is interesting be- 
cause it names the heretic King Akhenaten 
Jhimself, his daughter, Menetaten, and her 
husband, the associated King Smenkhkara—if 
that be the true reading of his name. 

For the most part, the decorative legends 
are parely rhetorica! in character. Thus, on a 
riding , whip Tutankhamen is described as 
“appearing gloriously in his chariot’’—literally 
on-lys horse—‘ even like the rising sun.”’ 

And on one of the staffs of office he ie said 
to inspire “éar in every hill country, and 
there’s no land free from the dread of him.” 
Such is the nature of the inscriptions etudied 
by me thus far. 

As already stated, in estimating the im- 
portance of the find, we shall have to look 
rather to the artistic value of the tomb than 
to its historical or cultnral teaching. 

That is, at all evenjs, my first imnreseion. 
But there remain masses of material still to 
be examined on subsequent visits to Luxor. 
“When I left there early in January only a few 
objects were as yet in a sdfe condition enough 
to leave the hands of the restorers for philo- 
logical examination." he Times’ ’’ World’s 
Copyright—By arrangement with the Earl cf 
Corner von.

OVER £1,000,000 LOST TO 
BELFAST.

It was not 
sufficient to treat such expenditure as a 
business charge on the firms’ profits, and in 
justice they should get relief along tho lines 
indicated.

THE LATE DR.. HIGGINS. 


WIDESPREAD SYMPATHY 


WITH THE FAMILY. 

The regret of the people of Queen's County 
at the death of Dr. omas Higgins, who 
was shot in his home at Stradbally by raiders 
en Sunday night, and their profound sym 
pathy with his family is mingled with an 
expression of the strongest condemnation of 
the foul crime Woodlands, his home, was 
visited yesterday by hundreds of sympathisers, 
many of whom, despite the inclement weather, 
had travelled long distances. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins informed oar Corre- 
spondent that his mother had somewhat re- 
covered from her terrible shock. The kindly 
sympathy extended to them by their frien 
and neighbours was, Mr. O'Higgins: said, 
deeply appreciated by hia family. 

Discussing the crime of Sanday night, the 
Minister for Home Affairs said that, from 
the light thrown on the interview between 
his father and the leader of the raiders, 
he thought that it waa now possible to re- 
construct the crime. It would appear, he 
said, that when the and the 
leader entered the diningroom, the latter 
leid his revolver on the table, 
while he read the document which stated that 
the residences of relatives of members of the 
Dail or the Senate were not to be interfered 
with. Presumably, the doctor had « reason 
for suspecting that the raiders had cime with 
& more sinsiter intention than that of burning 
the house, and, with the object of rendering 
the revolver harmless, he appears to hare 
quietly picked it up, and tarning his back to 
the leader proceeded to unload it. Then it 
would seem the leader missed his revolver, 
and, thinking that the doctor might shoot 
bim, fled panic-stricken from the room, calling 
on his companions to fire as he fled. 

He had probably rushed from the room and 
shouted the fatal order before the doctor 
realised that he had missed his revolver; for 
from the direction of his wounds it is clear 
that when shot Dr. Higgins was standing, 
with the revolver in his hands, with his back 
to where the leader bad been standing an 
instant before. His poritien and the direction 
of the wounds, together with the fact. that 
there was no struggle, makes it fairly clear 
that this theory of the crime is correct. 

Asked if he thought that the crime was 
premeditated, Mr. O’ Higgins replied—No; I 
believe that thoss men came intending to 
burn the house, and that the killing was not 
Nuan, This thing, he continued, is 
happening all over the country, so that there 
is no reason why I in particular should 
complain. 

Concluding the interview, Mr. O’Higgins 
said—-The responsibility fer this crime rests 
net on. the ignorant dupes who perpetre 
it, but on the men at the head of them, who 
by their pelicy have made such happenings 
&# matter of routine. Theirs is the responst- 
bility, for they knew the explosive material 
in their ranks. They knew what their policy 
must lead to, and they sinned against the 
light. 

REMOVAL OF THE BODY. 


The remains of Dr. Higgins were taken 
vesterday evening from Woodlands to thé 
Parish Church of Stradbally, three miles 
away. Three of the sona of the deceased 
gentieman—Kevin, Thomas, and Niall—end 
Dr. Higgins’s brother-in-law, Dr. O'Sullivan, 
of Dublin, bore the coffin to the hearse, Under 
a heavy downpour of rain the cortege, m 
which there were 60 moter cars and an 
immense number of pedestrians, wended its 
way, preceded by a whippet armoured car. 
The military guard sdinted the remains ae 
they passed from the residence.

The National forces are concentrated in the 
district. 

The recent events at Ballycounel!l and Bal- 
linamore, as well as other incidents, which 
have been discussed lately in the Dail, are 
believed to have inspired this forward move 
ment. 

The armed raiders are said to be — 
under a leader uamed Boffin, who is belie 
to use the Arigna Mountains as his basa 
These mountains abound in caves and hiding 
places and in awkward passes, and the work 
oí the National troops is, therefore, likely to 
be arduous. 

Many military men ate engaged in the 

, but so far as official information 
goes no captures have been made as yet. 

Of late there has been continual raiding of 
the mails in the Arigna district, and this, 
added to other incidents, has left business 
generally at a standstill On Monday the 
mail car was raided, and the captared mails 
were taken to the Arigna tains. 

A Press Association message states that all 
work in the countryside is at a standstill, and 
the farmers and their families are on the 
hilltops watching the movemente of the 
troops.

BOY MENACED BY EPILEPSY. 

In the case of Christopher White, mee 
eenger, 4 Bankhead Cottages, Milltown, which 
was described by the Recorder as “ remark- 
able in every way, an application was made 
in respect of permanent skull injuries, caused 
by a fall from a ladder in the premises of Mr. 
John Smith, chemist, 5 Terenure road, sppii- 
cant’s employer. 

In evidence it was stated that applicant 
was 16 years old, and worked ior respondent 
as a messenger. On November 11 last be 
was assisting two Workers to put up a new 
blind, standing on a ljadder and holding the 
roller and the blind, when, to use applicant's 
ewn words, “something happened,” and all 
he remembered was waking up: in the Meath 
Hospital, where he remained until the 2nd 
inst. He suffered from dizziness, and when 
he took up a newspaper to read he was, he 
said, aa wise when he finished as when he 
started. 

Dr. Lane Joynt gave evidence as to eppli- 
cant’s injuries, and a remarkable operation 
which it had been found necessary to perform 
The boy had sustained a fractured skull and 
an abrasion of the brain, and he (Dr. Joynt) 
had taken a piece from one of the ribs and 
put it in the skull wound. The applicant, 
after the operation, was keeping well, con- 
sidering what he had gone through. He 
had, however, come to complain of dizziness, 
and this was not sarprising. 

Answering the Recorder, Dr. Joynt said 
that what was most» common aiter dizziness 
was epilepsy, of which there would be danger 
for years aiterwards. 

e Recorder observed that this was a very 
remarkable case in every way. The applicant 
had received a terrible injury, and, although 
he had come through a remarkable operation, 
there was still a danger of epilepsy develop- 
ing, and epilepsy was a shocking thing. 

Mr. McLoughlin (Mesars. J. H. MoLough- 
lin and Sons}, who represented the respon- 
det, said that the applicant already 
been given £50, and he would suggest that 
another £100 should be given him. 

The Recorder—But this is a very serious 
case.

At seven minutes past five yesterday morn- 
ing @ serious collision occurred at Retford, in- 
votving the death of three Doncaster men. The 
accident happened at a spot, where shunting is 
constantly taking place throughout the day 
and night. There are numerous sets of rails 
in corinection with extensive sidings on both 
sides of the main line, just north of Retford 
passenger station, and between it and the 
goods sheds and offices of the Great Northern 
Company. 


Shanting work appears to have been pro- 
ing a» usual, but’ there was a rather dense 
fog, and the Scotch express, which was due 
to ron throngh Retford just after 5 o clock, 
súd is said to have been travelling at about 
BÓ miles an hour, dashed into the rear of a 
goods train, which had just shunted some 
cattle trucks, with terrific force. 

The impact was such that the tender of the 
express was torn from its connection with the 
coaches and thrown over the engine which lay 
on ite side by the side of the line. The driver 
of the express, J. Jubb; a travelling inspector 
named Turner, and the fireman, G. W. Robb, 
all living at Doncaster, were killed instan- 
taneously, their injuries being of a terrible 
nature. 

Fortunately the guard of the mooda train 
was in the front part at the time, and so. 
escaped what must have been certain death, 
and the guard of the express, who was in the 
carriage next to the engine, was only slightly 
cut about the head. 

The passengers, the majority of whom ap- 
pear to have been sleeping et the time. 
suffered no serious injuries. 

Speaking to some of them on the platform 
of the Retford Station before they proceeded 
m the special train which was put on to 
convey them to London, they appeared to 
know nothing beyond the fact that they were 
thrown violently off their seats and tumbled 
one over the other, hardly realising what had 
happened. The majority hailed from Dundee, 
Aberdeen, and Edinbergh. 

The first ger coach was thrown off the 
rails right across the line. The next one was 
left tilted om ite side. The crash end esca 
of steam aronsed people in the houses near t 
line, but the fog and darkness prevented them 
seeing anvthing of what had occurred. 
Deylight, however, revealed terrible havoc. 
The tracks of the goods train were 
broken to pieces and indesctibably mixed 
with their contenta of íruí , sweeta, and iarm 

uce. 
gg, oe AR vanes were anmmoned from 
Doncaster and Peterborough, and, with the 
help of a gang from Retford, worleed rapidly, 
in charge of Mr. Wintour, head of the Great 
Northern Wagon Departament. The line was 
so badir torn up damaged that ail traffe 
had to be diverted by the Great Central, wie 
Sheffield and Lincoln. 

Nothing is definitely known as to the 
caase of the accident. 

The three victims are all ed men, and 
both the driver, Jonathan Jubb, and the fire 
man, George William Rebb, leave families. 
Robb had seen much military service, and 
went throngh the South African and the 
Great Wars. Acting Inspector Albert Turner 
was riding on the engine for the en gee of 
furnishing a report en new coa! which, 
stated, was being tried. He had only been 
acting inspecter for five weeks. 

A rumour that Lord Balfour waa on the 
express was denied by railway officials yester- 
dav afternoon. Several directors of the North 
British Railway were among the ngera.

Tt was now evident that, as to the method 
the acutest differ- 
ence bad arisen between Great Britain and 
France. 

He had alwave beer a devoted friend of 
France, but when we came to the situatian 
that had now arisen, be did not hesitate 
fo say that the vast ma)oriiy of the go 
heartily approved of the decison of the O- 
vYornment not to associate or participate in 
tthe recent adventure in the Rubr. 

Two pew tacta of vital importance had 

#inergéed since the Government came to that 
decision. The first was that no more was 
now heard of the moratorum irom Germany, 
and the second was equally ominous—namely, 
the revival of the figure (at which the Ger- 
man reparations should be fixed on the assess- 
ment) of 1921 —pamely, ei x thousand six 
hbondred millions. No sane economist in any 
country would accept that figure as possible, 
er anvthing but a tantastic exaggeration of 
what could be exacted. 
' As to the plea of French security, the worst 
xray of securing her boundaries was to create 
a second Alsace and Lorraine. There was 
only one wav to achieve security. It was that 
Great Britain should firmly announce and 
press, both on France and Germany, the 
urgent necessity ot laying this matter in all 
its aanpectse to be dealt w ith by the League of 
Nations. Even if that policy failed at first, 
it was worth persisting In. 

Mr. Bonar Law replying to the criticisms 
of Mr. Macdonald about unemployment, denied 
that nothing had been done to alleviate it 
during the recess. A great many schemes, be 
urged, had been inaugurated. The reduction 
in the number of unemployed was not 100,000, 
es My. Macdonald bad asserted, but was 
nearer 500,000. All the signs went to show 
that trade was improving. 

With reference to the communications with 
the Turks. Mr. Bonar Law said that a Biue 
Rook giving a full account of the communica- 
tions was being prepared. 

“ The Foreign Secretary has shown in all 
his deslives with the Turks a grest amount 
of evmputny, and it 18 not by relerence to a 
single yu rase used by was ot a joke that he 
is ty be judged. 

“Tniortunately, the Treaty has not been 
signed I ‘do Tho! know | hy, ee i does the 
Yoreign Secretary. But Ismet, who was there 
with full powers to sign it, is now on his way 
to Angora, and ail we hope is that when that 
Government has looked into it, and seen the 
extent to which Turkey has been given the 
opportunity of starting a new life on good 
conditions it Is not too much to ho e that 
that Government ies accept the Treaty. 

“There is undoubtedly a war-weariness in 
thi« econntry which makes evervone desire to 
aveid war, though ii it is mevitable, it will 
have te take place. I sincerely trust there is 
mo donger of it—~I do not believe there is. 

“I come to the vital question of the present 
moment—the action on the Ruhr. Perhaps, it 
would be useful ii | state our proposals and 
the French proposals om this matter. 

“There was a ceneral iceling that a mora- 

iorium of some kind was necessary. But | 
fc ind that by a moratorium France meant to 
obtain a sum as large as was hoped for by our 
experts after the moratorium had gone. In 
other words, they were willing to take the 
name of the moratorium and uot the reality. 
, “Our propesels were carefully thought out, 
not on a hopes oil sa Germany, but ol 
finding what was the amount which Germany 
could pay, and settling it on that basis. It 
was not the case that we proposed to give 
a moratorium without any security that it 
would be used tur the purpose for which it 
was to be cranted. On the contrary, the 
proposal was that Germany should at ouce 
attempt to stabilise her exchange, and begin 
te balance her Badge: 

“It was proposed that there should be for 
this purpose a conncil of six---iour represent- 
ang too Allies, Americana, and one 
Fmuropean neutfal—to sit ag a Commission to 
advise the German Geovermnent as to the best 
anethod of ewrying out the policy desired,

" Our proposal was, firat of ali, that there 
should be a moratorium tor four years, with 
power to this tribunal! to redvice it to two if 
the condition of Germeny made ft poasible.

£2800,000,000 depending on the decision of this 
arbitration tribune).

“M. Poimwaré, when iu London. made it plain 
that there we:e two conditions which he con- 
sidered essential.

“‘Lhey wngy occupy the left bank of the 
Fhine or the Ruhr íor ten years, but if the 
net result, is to intensify the feeling of Ger- 
man nationality the danger will come later, 
and 1 do not think it is any advantage to 
France.

‘It is perfectly trne that either the German 
or the French Government could easily 
make it impossible for our troops to remain. 
but I think it would be a misfortune. While 
ve are there we are, at least, in touch with 
the situation, and have @ chance of having @ 
gav in it. I think it would be a pity to bring 
an end to the Entente. 

‘Jy is me good appealing to the League oi 
Nations if you are certain that France will 
heve nothing to do with it, and I am certain 
that would be her attitade. 

“Jt may be that in a few months’ time 
they might look upon that aa possible. If ao 
that would be the time to make the attempt. 

“We had to make-e@ decision in Pasis 
without making a breach with our French 
friends. Since we could not prevent French 
action we shouid lose, and nos gain, by 
making a breach with France; but 1 have 
sill a hone that something may happen 
which will make it possible for us to inter- 
vene usefuily,”’

DISAPPOINTING LAOK 
OF RECORDS. 


INFORMATION ONLY 
FROM PAINTINGS, 


— 


BY DR. ALAN H. GARDINER. 


When the tom) of King Tutanih- 
amen was first discovered, it was re- 
ported that numbere of rolls of 
Papyrus were found. Dr. Alan Gar- 
diner, the well-known pihilogist, was 
immediately invited to take charge 
of their interpretation. Unfortu- 
nately, further examination > geen 
that what was first taken for Papyri 
were rolls of linen, apparently loin 
cloths. 

Precisely seven days and“three hours after 
leaving London I found myself at the en- 
trance of the tomb of King Tutankhamen, 
ready to undertake any deciphering work 
which might be entrusted to me. The sight 
of the artistic marvels discovered by Mr. 
Howard Carter largely atoned for my natural 
disappointment at the news that, after all, 
there was no Papyri. 

Those acquainted with the conditiens will 
have uo difficulty in understanding how the 
mistake arose. Ait the outset only a dim 
light was available. ‘The lids of the boxes 
had to be raised with the utmost caution, 
and it would have been scientifically criminal 
to handle, or even touch, the objects within. 
Little wonder, therefore, that. some dis- 
coloured rolls of linen were taken for Papyri. 

Whether or not Papyri will ultimately be 
found among the treasures of the tomb is 
doubtful. If, as we are ontitled to hope, 
the burial chamber be intact, or but slightly 
plundered, it is likely that at least an 
example of the “ Book of the Dead ” will be 
discovered. 

But what students of Egyptian history and 
philology long for is not a corrupt, garbled 
version of ancient funerary spells, such as a 
Papyrus of a “ Book of the Dead,” belong- 
ing to this period, would undonbtedly pre- 
sent, but rather a series of letters, journals, 
or archives of some sort, that could throw 
light upon the stirring times in which King 
Tutankhamen lived, or upon his conversion 
from the Aten heresy back to the faith of 
his forefathers. 

The hope that any such documents wil 
emerge is, we must admit, but a very faint 
one. Probably in the end the claim of the 
new tomb to be the greatest discovery ever 
made in Egypt wil! rest mainly on the groat 
quantity of objects found and their amazing) 
high artistic quality. The historical harvest 
will be of less importance. 

The inscriptions available for study at th 
moment of my visit were of three kinds. First, 
there were the official sealings stamped upon 
the mud partitions, by which the tomb itself 
and its several chambers were closed. 
Secondly, there were the dotkets or labels, 
written in hieratic, on the various boxes and 
en wine jars. Lastly, there were the purely 
decorative hieroglyphic legends, which forms 
a striking feature of all the objects of artistic 
merit. 

The task of dealing with the mud sealings 
was rightly entrusted to Professor Breasted, 
the eminent historian of ancient Egypt, but 
1 sm permitted to state that no evidence was 
thereby revealed of any interierence with the 
tomb later than the reign of King Haremhab, 
Tatankhamen’s second successor. 

- This conclusion tallies with that to be drawn 
from the hbieratic dockets, alk of which are 
contemporary, and, indeed, are probably at- 
tributabie in all cases—except the wine jars— 
to the undertakers themselves. The Egyptians 

meticnious people, and it is characteristic 
oi them that each of th® cofiers carried to the 
temb in the funeral procession should have 
been marked with a list of the contents. 

In one case the bog is. suid to have con. 
tained “the sidelock” of His Majesty—which 
he wore--when he was a child, besides razors, 
probes , amd alabaster vases. 

On the lid of another box we-read of varions 
garments of fine linen, and on a third of “a 
ewer of silver and six silver milk vessels.”’ 
Had the boxes been left umrifled by the 
robbers, we sheuld have found valuable means 
of testing the validity of our translations, for 
AM must be confessed that the precise meaning 
of the Egyptian names of many utensils, 
articles of clothing, and the like, is still largely 
a matter of conjecture. 

Unhappily, this line of investigation is not 
likely to prove very profitable, since it ap- 
pears that most of the have been 
emptied by the robbers, and subsequently re- 
packed in haste either by them or by the 
priests who re-sealed the tomb. 

He and there, however, we mar stil! find 
in these boxes this or that object which is 
mentioned on the lid. 

The purely decorative inscriptions are not 
very informative. At their shortest, they give 
the cartonches of Tutankhamen or of his 
Queen Ankhesenamun. One lid of a box found 
in the rubbish of the passage, and mentioned 
m the firat communication, is interesting be- 
cause it names the heretic King Akhenaten 
himself, hie daughter, Menctaten, and her 
husband, the associated King Smenkhkara—if 
that be the true reading of his name. 

Yor the most part, the decorative legends 
are parely rhetorica! in character. Thus, on a 
riding ,whip Tutankhamen ig described as 
“appeering gloriously in his chariot’’—literally 
on-lus horge— “even like the rising gun.” : 

And on one of the staffs of office he ie said 
to inspire “fear in every hill country, and 
there's no land free frota the dread of him.” 
Such is the nature of the inscriptions etudied 
by me thus far. 

As already stated, in estimating the im- 
portance of the find, we shall have to look 
rather to tl artistic value of the tomb than 
to its historical or cultoral teaching. 

That is, at all evenjs, my first impreseion. 
But there remain masses of materia) still to 
be examined on subsequent visits to Luxor. 
When I left there early in January only a few 
objects were as yet in a sáfe condition ‘enough 
to leave the hands of the restorers for philo- 
logical examination.—“ 7'Ae Times’’’ World’s 
Copyright—By arrangement with the Earl cf 
Carnarvon. 
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MALICIOUS DAMAGE. 
OVER £1,000,000 LOST TO 
BELFAST. 

A discussion took place yesterday, at the 
Beitast Rotary Club luncheon, in regard to

malicious injuries in Beliast had now passed 
the £1,000,000 mark. Assuming that this 
liability might be required in five . unual 
instalments, there was £200,000 p.a. to be met, 
If a penny on the rates produced £6,000, it 
would require 2s.

SHIP’S MASTER’ BEFORE 
BOARD OF TRADE, 
From Ove.

Captain Bryson, Master, cross-examined by 
Mr. Gething on behal of the underwriters, 
said that before leaving the Merséy he was 
told by the Board of Trade surveyor to make 
for the nearest land in the event of the shi 
making water. This was because the. 
which left the Mersey earlier that month, had 
to put k because of leakage. When. on 
the night of September 22 he found that: the 
Borre was leaking, so. seriously that it seemed 
unlikely that he could make Holyhead, be 
decided. if need bé, to run her. on to the 
Skerries. ots] 

Mr. Gething asked witness why he did 
make for Cemmaes or one of the other bays 
on the Anglesey Coast. 

Witness said that they had passed Amiwch, 
and it would have been dangerous to enter a 
bay like Cemmaes in the darknéss on such a 
night. 

In reply to the President, the witness said 
that the foundering was due to a leakage, 
but he could not say where the leakage was. 
When the vessel was in dry<lock, before the 
last voyage was begun, there were several 
places of weeping in the seams. 

To further questions by Mr. Gething, the 
witness replied that there was no v in 
sight at the time it was decided to abandon 
the ship and that the crew were in the boats 
for two hours. 

John Griffith Jones, the mate of the Miriam 
Thomas, which picked up the crew in the 
amall boat and brought them back to Liver- 
pool, said that he knew nothing about the 
men and asked no questions as to what had 
happened to them: |

THE LATE DR.. HIGGINS. 


WIDESPREAD. SYMPATHY 
WITH THE FAMILY. 


The regret of the people of Queen's County 
at the death of Dr. omas Higgins, who 
was shot in his home at Stradbally by raiders 
en Sunday night, and their profound sym- 
pathy with his family is mingled with an 
expression of the strongest condemnation of 
the foul crime Woodlands, his home, was 
visited vesterday by hundreds of sympathisers, 
many of whom, despite the inclement weather, 
had travelled long distances. 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins informed our Corre- 
spondent that his mother had somewhat re 
covered from her terrible shock. The kind! 
sympathy extended to them by their frien 
and neighbours was, Mr. 0’ Higgins said, 
deeply appreciated by hia family. 

Discussing the crime of Sanday night, the 
Minister for Home Affairs said that, from 
the light thrown on the interview between 
his father and the leader of the raiders, 
he thought that it was now possible to re- 
construct the crime. It would appear, he 
said, that when the dnretor and the 
leader entered the diningroom, the latter 
led hi revlvr = = on the table, 
while he read the document which stated that 
the residences of relatives of members of the 
Dail or the Senate were not to be interfered 
with. Presumably, the doctor had some reason 
for suspecting that the raiders had come with 
& more sinsiter intention than that of burning 
the house, and, with the object of rendering 
the revolver harmless, he appears to have 
quietly picked it up, and turning his back to 
the leader proceeded to unlosd it. Then it 
would seem the leader missed his revolver, 
and, thinking that the doctor might shoot 
bim, fled pauic-stricken from the room, calling 
on his companions to fire ae he fied. 

He had probably rushed from the room and 
shouted the fatal order before the doctor 
realised that he had missed his revolver; íor 
from the direction of his wounds it is clear 
that when shot Dr. Higgins was standing, 
with the revolver in his hands, with his beck 
to where the leader bad been standing an 
instant before. His poeitien and the direction 
of the wounds, together with the fact. that 
there was no struggle, makes it fairly clear 
that this theory of the crime is correct. 

Asked if he thonght that the crime was 
premeditated, Mr. O'Higgins replied—No; | 
believe that thoss men came intending ‘to 
burn the house, and that the killing was not 
Eusouac, This thing, he continued, is 
1appening all over the country, so that there 

why I im particular should 
complain. 


Concluding the interview, Mr. O’Higgins 
gaid— The responsibility fer this crime reste 
not on the ignorant dapes who perpetrated 
it, but on the men at the head of them, who 
by their policy have made sach happenings 
a matter of routine. Theirs is the responsi- 
bility, for they knew the explosive material 
im their ranks. They knew what their policy 
must lead to, and they sinned against the 
light. 

REMOVAL OF THE BODY. 

The remains of Dr. Higgins were taken 
vesterday evening from Woodlands to the 
Parish Church of Stradbally, three miles 
away. Three of the sons of the deceased 
gentleman—Kevin, Thomas, and Niall—end 
Dr. Higgins’s brother-in-law, Dr. O'Sullivan, 
of Dublin, bore the coffin to thé hearse. Under 
a heavy downpour of rein the cortege, m 
which there were 60 moter cars and am 
immense number of pedestrians, wended its 
way, preceded by a whippet armoured car. 
The military guard saluted the remains as 
they passed from the residence.

Christopher Wail, a plasterer, who had been 
employed by Mesers. Murphy, contractors, 
Thomas street, Dublin, applied for compensa- 
tion for the hoas of a leg. 

Mr. J. O’Connor, for the applicant, said 
that the only question in the case was one 
of amount. The man earned £4 l6s. a week. 
He had been paid since the accident in April, 
1922, 35s. weekly until December, and aiter- 
wards £1 a week. 

Mr. McLoughlin, for the respondents, said 
that they were willing to give applicant a 
reasonable sum, and provide him with an 
artificial leg

BOY MENACED BY EPILEPSY. 

In the case of Christopher White, mes 
eenger, 4 Bankhead Cottages, Milltown, which 
was described by the Recorder as “ remark- 
able in every way, an application was made 
im respect of permanent skull tujaries, caused 
by a fall from a ladder in the premises of Mr. 
John Smith, chemist, 5 Terenure road, sppii- 
cant’s employer. 

In evidence # was stated that applicant 
was 13 years old, and worked for respondent 
as a messenger. On November 11 he 
was assisting two Workers to put up a new 
blind, standing on a lJadder and holding the 
roller end the blind, when, to use applicant's 
own words, “something happened, ' and all 
he remembered was waking up, in the Meath 
Hospital, where he remained until the @nd 
inst. He suffered from dizziness, and when 
he took up a newspaper to read he was, he 
said, ag wise when he finished as when he 
started. 

Dr. Lane Joynt gave evidence as to eppli- 
cant’s injuries, and a remarkable operation 
which it had been found necessary to perform 
The boy had sustained a fractured skull and 
en sbrasion of the brain, and he (Dr. Joynt) 
had taken a piece from one of the ribs and 
put it in the skull wound. The applicant, 
alter the operation, was keeping well, con- 
sidering what he had gone through. He 
had, however, come to complain of dizziness, 
and this was not surprising. 

Answering the Recorder, Dr. Joynt said 
that what was most common aiter dizziness 
was epilepsy, of which there would be danger 
for years aiterwards. 

The Recorder observed that this was a very 
remarkable case in every way. The applicant 
had received a terrible injury, and, although 
he had come through a remarkable operation, 
there was still a danger of epilepsy develop- 
ing, and epilepsy was a shocking thing. 

Mr. McLoughlin (Messrs. J. H. MoLough- 
lin and Sons), who represented the respon- 
dent, said that the applicant already had 
been given £60, and he would suggest that 
another £100 should be given him. 

The Recorder—But this is a very serious 
case. It is a marvel that the boy has pulled 
through safely.

THREE MEN KILLED. 


At seven minutes past five yesterday morn- 
i @ serious collision occurred at Retford, in- 
votving the death of three Doncaster men. The 
accident: happened at a spot where shunting is 
constantly taking place throughout rag tem 
and night. There are numerous sete of rails 
in cormection with extensive sidings on both 
sides of the main line, just north of Retford 
passenger station, and between it and the 
goods sheds and offices of the Great Northern 
Company. .

TRIBUTES IN THE LAW COLURIS. 

Touching tributes to the memory of the late 
Lord Chief Justice Cherry were made yester- 
day by representatives of the Bench, Bar, and 
the Solicitor profession assembled in the Court 
of Appeal at the King’s Inns. 

Lord Chief Justice Molony, with whom were 
Mr. Justice Dodd, Mr. Justice Pim, and Mr. 
Justice Samuels, said—As this is the first 
occasion on which the Court has sat since the 
death of our dear friend and brother, the 
Right Hon. R. R. Cherry, I wish. on behalf of 
my brother judges and myself, to exoress the 
very sincere. and deep sorrow which we all 
feel at his death, and which. we are sure, is 
equally shared by his brethren at the Bar and 
the members of the legal profession. The late 
Lord Chief Justice’s career was a distinguished 
one from the outset. Born in 1859, he entered 
Trinity College in 1875, and in 1879 he became 
double Senior Moderator and double gold 
medallist in two subjects—mental science and 
history and political science. 

Called to the Bar in 1881—the year of the 
passing of the Land Act—he quickly attained 
unrivalled knowledge of the Irish land laws, 
and enshrined his knowledge in those valuable 
text books to which we are al! so much in- 
debted in our daily lives. When I was called 
to the Bar some six years Jater and joined the 
Leinster Circuit, he was then one of the Jead- 
ing juniors on it; and I remember, with very 
great gratitude, the kindness and assistance 
which he was always ready and anxions to 
give to the younger members of the profession. 
In 1889 he attained, by public competition, 
the Read Professorship of Penal Legislation 
and Constitutional and Criminal Law in 
Trinity College, which he held for five yeara, 
and during that period he published a walu- 
able book on criminal law. His practice 
rapidly. increasing, he took silk in 1896, and, 
after a most successful career, in 1905 he be- 
came Attorney-General. and MP. for the Ex- 
change Division of Liverpoo!. 

In 1909 he succeeded the late Lord Justice 
FitzGibbon as Lord Justice of Appeal, and he 
soon distinguished himself on the Bench by. 
his great talents, his great industry, his pass 
monate desire for justice, and the invariable 
kindness and courtesy with which he treated 
those who practised before him. 

In 1914, with the universal approval and 
good-will of the profession, he succeeded to 
the office of Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, and 
it was a matter of deep regret to all of us 
that, after a little more than two years’ tenure 
of t) at high office, he considered it his duty 
to resign In consequence of failing health: 
but he carried with him in his retirement the 
respect and esteem of the entire Bench and 
Bar and the earnest wish .of all for the 
restoration of his health. 
and to-day we all here mourn his déath as a 
great and good man who has passed from 
amongst us, and we all wish respectfally to 
tender to his widow and children our he 
sympathy and sorrow. in their loss. 


: THE BAR. 

Mr. Serjeant MacSweeny, speaking on be- 
half of the Bar, said that he had the privi- 
lege of knowing the late Lord Chief Justice 
Cherry. well; a had had a good deal of 
acquaintance with him while he was a Law 
Officer and a judge. The late Lord Chief 
Justice was placid, mild, and amiable. His 
devotion to justice amounted to a passion. 
He was a most just judge, determined to 
give a man his rights. They all deplored his 
decease, as they had previously deplored his 
retirement, caused by his inability to con- 
tinue his duty to King and country. 


THE SOLICITOR PROFESSION. 

The President of the Incorporated Law 
Society (Mr. J. E. McDermott), on behalf of 
the solicitor profession, begged to be asso- 
ciated with the tribute to the memory of 
Lord Chief Justice Cherry. At the Bar the 
late Lord Chief Justice was a man of large 
intelligence and great legal erudition. In 
Parliament he was assiduous and active in 
the discharge of his Parliamentary duties. 
But, he thought what commended him most 
to them was his singleness, his steadfast- 
ness, and courage in pursuing the course 
which he considered the right one. His 
death, at a comparatively early age, must 
be, to his family and his friends, a great 
grief, and to those outside that intimate 
circle, a public loss. On both accounts, he 
thought they had reason to deplore the sad 
event. 


_A muffled peal was rung on Monday night 
at nine o'clock’ in Christ Church Cathedral, 
Waterford, by the Waterford Society of Bell- 
ringers, in memory of Lord Chief Justice 
Cherry. He was one of the oldest bell-ringers 
in Ireland, having taken part in a peal that was 
rung in the Waterford Cathedral on Tuesday, 
8th December, 1875. This was the first peal 
of bells to be rung ia Ireland by an Irish 
Society. .

FUNERAL OF MR. J. KEOWN. 


The remains of the late Mr. James Keown, 
of Grove House, Milltown, Co. Dublin, were 
interred at Glasnevin yesterday. Mr. Keown 
oceupied a prominent place in the business 
and.commercial life of Ireland, and, in par- 
ticular, of Northern Ireland, Born at Derry- 
gonneliy, he at a very early age joined the 
firm of Messrs. T. W. Begge and Co., Lid., 
wholesale wine shippers and tea merchants, 
and had, for many years previous to his 
death, been the controlling influence in, and 
managing director of, that firm. Mr, Keown 
was a son-in-law of the late Mr. Patrick 
Crumley, former member of Parliament for 
South Fermanagh. In recent years, when. 
the Belleek Potteries were threatened with 
extinction, Mr. Keown acquired the under- 
taking, and was responsible for the flotation 
of the present company, of which he was 
managing director. '

About forty armed men on Monday 


night “attacked the Limerick-Nenagh 
passenger train between Castleconnell and 
Birdshill, firing into the carriages and 
wounding the driver and a National Army 
captain. and a civilian.

‘COUNTY LIMERICK, 
ATTACK ON TRAIN, 


THREE PERSONS WOUNDED. 


Armed men, estimated at about forty, at- 
tacked the 6.15 o’clock Limerick to Nenagh 
passenger train on Monday night, at a point 
two miles beyond Castleconnell, on the Bird- 
hill side. 

The train, which was brought to a stop by 
means of a red light, was fired on, the fire 
being replied to by four National soldieys who 
were travelling on the train. 

In the exchange of fire the engive driver, 
William Crawley, was wounded seriously, his 
leit elbow being iractured and his hip injured, 
Captain Stack was also wounded, as tell as a 
civilian passenger, named Millane, of 6 A'- 
phonsus terrace, Limerick. 

The passengers, who were comparatively 
few, were. it is stated, ordered out of the 
train, and it was then set ablaze. [t con- 
sisted of two coathes. a guard’s van, and 
three goods wagons. The carriages were ce- 
stroyed, but the wagons @ere saved. i 

News of the attack having reached Lime- 
rick, an armoured train was despatched under 
Commandant Rhatigan. It was vigoven=!y al- 
tacked at Killonan Station, some miles outside 
Limerick, but the troops dispersed the at- 
tackers, went to the relief of the disabled 
train. and succeeded ir saving severa! wagons, 
which thev -bronght into Birdhil} with the 
envine, which: had not been damaged.

TWO CARS AMBUSHED, 
A ROADSIDE FIGHT, 


_ A party of the special Infantry Corps return- 
ing to Galway in a Ford car and a Crossley 
tender was ambushed at 6.50 o'clock on Mon- 
day evening, about a mile and a half on the 
west side of Spiddal. The Ford motor car 
preceded the Crossley. When it came near to 
a bend in the road it was attacked with rifle 
and revolver fire, 

The officer in command (Lieutenant O’Con- 
nor) had the car stopped. 

The driver of the Crossley was unable to 
stop in time to avoid a collision, and it struck 
the Ford, several men+ from each car being 
thrown to the road. 

The troops took cover and replied to their 
attackers. It was so dark thet none of the 
attacking party could be seen. 

Intermittent age was kept up for nearly 
an hour. Then ‘the troops, believing that 
the atfmbushers had withdrawn, left their 
cover. A hail of bullets tore up the road 
near them, some of the soldiers having a 
narrow escape. while the driver of the Ford 
car—Private Brady—received a flesh wound 
in the left leg. Some of the soldiers walied 
into Spiddal and telephoned to Galway for a 
Red Cross ambalance, which took Brady to a 
hospital in Galway. .

Plaintiff stated that he was a ratepayer in 
Relfast, and that by the standing orders of the 
Council no increase of salaries or wages shall 
be made, except in the month of February in | 
each year, providing that the trade zon | 
workers be paid the standard rate of their 
respective unions: and alleged that the Cor- | 
poration, on órd July, 1922, in contravention 
of the standing orders, adopted the Housing 
Committee’s report of June 2 authorising 1n- | 
creases in.labourers’ wages. 

The defendants denied that plaintiff was a 
ratepayer, and admitted the existence of the | 
standing order. Thev denied that the rates | 
mentioned by plaintiff (10d. and 11}d.) were | 
the standard wages. 

Defendants further denied that the rates of | 
wages objected to were increased rates, BA 
alleged, and said that the plaintiff had no 
right or title to maintain the action. 

Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C. Mr. J. A. 
Pringle, K.C., and Mr. .M. G. Ellison (in- 
structed by Mr. Robert Wallace) represented 
the plaintiff; Mr. Babington, K.C., Mr. 
Murphy, K.C., Mr. Lowry, and Mr. Black 
(instructed by Mr. John McCormick, Town 
Solicitor) represented the Corporation 

Mr. Wilson, K.C., opening, said that the 
net point involved was whether the Corpora- 
tion was paying higher rates of wages to 
labourers than were permitted by law. Issue 
was joined on that, and the other side said the 
rates of wages paid were perfectly legal. 

On June 2, 1922, said counsel, the actual 
wages paid by the Corporation to labourers in 
the building trade were 10d. to ground 
labourers and 113d. to special labourers. Al! 
were employed under direct labour in the 
housing schemes. On June 2 the Housing 
Committee raised those wages to ls. Id. and 
ls. 2d. per hour, respectively. About 250 
labourers of these classes were employed by 
the Corporation in the housing scheme, and 
the difference was about 10s. 4 week per man, 
and worked out at. about £6,000 a year. 

In common law there was no limitation 
placed on the rates of wages payable by a 
municipal corporation to employés, but there 
was a limitation placed on the Corporation in 
one or two ways, They might be limited by 
Statute or by internal regulations of the Cor- 
poration itself, and by the internal regulations 
he meant standing orders. Their case was 
that there was an internal regulation of the 
Corporation which precluded them from pay- 
ing what rates they liked, and that regulation 
was to be found in the standing orders as 
amended on the 3rd April, 1922. 

Mr. Andrew Boyd Thompson, chairman of 
Messrs. J. and R. Thompsdn, Ltd., giving 
evidence, said that he was on the Special 


August 6, 1921, and also that of April, 1922. 
Mr. McClung, for the operatives, accepted the 
agreement. Witness stated that his firm had 
no trouble in getting labourers at the rate fixed 
in April, 1922, and said that in Dublin his 
firm paid ls. 4d. or ls. 5d. per hour to 
labourers. 

Mr. Babington asked the Court to hold that 
there was no evidence that the agreement of 
April 28 was binding on the Workers’ Union, 
and to hold that there was no evidence of a 
standard rate binding between the Corporation 
and its employés. 

The case had not concluded when the Court 
rose.

£1,000 WORTH DESTROYED. 


At about 7 o'clock on Saturday evening the 
gardener at Harristown, formerly the residence 
of the late Mr. Percy La Touche, D.L., the 
well-known sportsman, and now the property 
of Mr. Ward La Touche, discovered that the 
cow-houses and stabling in the farmyard were 
on fire.
